A BOGUS CERTIFICATE, 


The South and Weatito ba Floeded with Counter- 
fcita. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—The secret service divi- 
sion of the treasury department reports that it is 
believed that counterfeiters are concerting measures 
to simultaneously pass upon the public, especially 
in the cities of the south and west, counierfeit 
twenty dollar silyer certificates, A sample of the 
same has just been received at the office of the 
secret service division. The issue is of the series of 
1880, James Gilfillan, treasurer of tne United 
States. The paper is thick, greasy and «tiff. The 
note is oneeight of an inch shorter than 
the genuine. Thereis no distributed fiber or par- 


| allei silk threadsin the paper as inthe genuiue. 


The words ‘‘silver certificates’ appearin the pan- 
elstwice in the upper border. On the facectr the 
note in the panel to the left, in the counterfeit, the 
le ters R, Tand F in the word ‘‘certificate”’ are en- 
grayed wrong side up. In the counterfeit thereare 
no periods dividing the initials in B. Kk. Bruce, 
regisier’s signature. On the lower Jeft coruer the 
check letter Cis without an sccempanying pnum- 
ber, andinthe name Gilfillan only the first I is 
dotied. On the back, on the note the word ‘‘Taxes’’ 
is plaiply spelled ‘‘Tares,’’ and the word ‘‘En* 
graved’’ is spelt ‘‘Engrayod.’’ The color of the seal 
brick red, It should be verging on brown. The fore- 
going salient points, if carefully noted, will for the 
preseut protect the public. While the note should 
not deceive careful handiers of money, especially 
when the geometric lathework is examined, yet 
among the hurried and careless, because Cf its fair 
appearance, it may work great damage. 


THE ENGLISH AT SUAKIM., 


The Egyptians Stamp: ded by a ®care— Vessels Fired 
Upon While Passing Down the Nile, 

LONDON, March 15,—suakim advices state that a 
panicoccurred last night among tho Egyptian 
troops under Baker Pasha, whoare still in camp at 
Sariba. They got the notion that the rebels were 
approaching, became f,igatened and took to their 
heels. {Before the panic was allayed two mea taken 
for rebels were killed. The iroops returning to 
Suakim are cheered greatly. The personal heroism 
of Adams Frazer, the largest man of the Black 
Waich regiment is mentioned. Twelve Arabs were 
laid low by his single bayonet. Drummond, the 
same regiment, bayoneted Osman Digma's foliow- 
ers. Fifty men bave left Chatham to fill the va. 
cancies in the Biack Watch regiment. 

There are indications of increasing activity on 
the partofthe rebels. Near the Nile beyond Ber 
ber, telegraphic communication hes been cut off 
and a steamer descendiszg the Nile from that city, 
has been fired upon by the insurgeals. 

DEBATED IN THE COMMONs. 

LonpDon, March 14.—In the house of commons, 
the marquis of Hartington, war se¢gretary, an- 
nounced that telegraphic communication with 
Khartoum was broken and that a steamer passing 
down the Nile from Khartoum had been subjceted 
to a continuous fussilade for three days It 1s be- 
lieved that the tribes in that region had risen 
in revolt. A battalion of British soldiers 
had been dispatched to Assouan. Ellis 
Bartlett, conservative member for Eye, and Mr. 
Henry Soboncherd, radical member for Northamps 
ton, attacked the government. Lord Edmund 
Fitzmaurice, under foreigh secretary, reported the 
charge that the relations ‘between England and 
Germany were ubf:iendly, and denied that Geners 
al Gordon wasip extremity.

Taste fer Art—Merchants Transferring Trade 
From London to Menireal—Walton

NEw YorK, March 16—William H. 
bilt hes paid fifty-two thousand 
dollars for a colored fashion plate. 
The figures are women, and the clothes are 
in the latest Paris Styles. Itis true that the forty 
persons represented are clad in the costumes of 
Henry the Second’s timeout they are, neverthe- 
less, by the reductiveness of fashion, dressed in a 
manner to instruct those who desire to give pictur- 
erque aspects to the garb of the present. The size 
of the picture is only twenty six inches by twenty, 
and the painter is Meissonier, the Frenchman who 
is having a row with Mrs. Mackey over a portrait 
which he made for her. It has been said that Van- 
derbilt is b!indly an admirer of Meissonier’s work, 
and buys it at extrayagant prices without any sort 
of discrimination. Iam able to defend the mil- 
lionaire’s taste against this acéusatson, and to 
command the support of no !ess eminent an au- 
thority than Matthew Arnold. When Arnold had 
gone aboard the steamer to start for Exgland, and 
the surrounding group of admirers ran out of 
material for conversation, I bethought me that he 
had a few days before visited the Vanderbilt gal- 
lery, I asked him what he thought of the collec- 
te of pictures which the man of wealth had 
mae, 

“An immensely fine lot, srir—immensely fine,’’ 
was the reply. 

From this generalization,I ied him to the point 
of Vanderbilt’s showing of good, bad and indiffer- 
ent taste in the selections. 

‘As Cost seems not to have borne any part in his 
choice,’’ I suggested, ‘‘and he therefore obtained 
just about what he wanted, it is fair to suppose 
that, if he had any judgement at all, he was able 
to use it.’’ 

‘lam convinced that Mr. Vanderbilt hasa very 
well settled and individualized taste as to pictures,’’ 
Mr. Arnold answered, ‘‘and his galleries prove it. 
He told me that he had been offered a Meissonier— 
an undoubtedly fine example of the artisi’s best 
ability—butit had corpses in it, and he did not 
desire to hang anything so unpleasant on his walls. 
His idea is that, if pictures are to please other than 
the technically critical sense, the subject must 
be pleasant. He has nota single purchase depart- 
ed from that doctrine.

1 will uot commit thesame offense against 
my readers by subscribing all of the nauseous 
things that were done, and will simply add to the 
maccaroni incident asingle other illustration—one 
that had its grossmess palliated by the fact that a 
pretty and rather otherial girl performed the ob- 
jectionable part in it.

She rolis her 
eyes considerably, is very straight, very severe, and 
very conventional. Mr. Aanold’s son Edward, 
was by no meass as popularas his sister. He isa 
colorless sort of youth, with .a tendency to talk too 
much about ‘‘me father.’’ Mrs. Arnold seems to be 
well-informed, dignified and an ordinary English 
woman.

These were the dis- 
tinguishiug characteristics of the dudes, and had 
cost $50 in New York. The Canadian firm retailed 
them for $25, and sold them all off -like hot cakes 
inaflew days.

The Suit Agalost the Oentral—the Sportemen’s De- 
velopments—Ubsatraperous Tramp.

Macon, GA,, March 15, 1os4.—This morning Mr, 
Abner S. Lockett, of Warren county, was tried be- 
fore United States Commissioner Hawkins on the 
charge of obstructing the passage of the United 
Siates mails. The defendant was dismissed us the 
evidence could not sustain the charge. The cir- 
cumstances ia the case were aSfollows: Lockeit, 
who isa prominent citizen of Warren, was riding 
alorg the public highway, when he met a negro 
d:iving the mail wagon, but, did not know at 
the time that the wagon contained 
the United Staves mail. The 
roadway where they met was very arrow. Lokeit 
drove as near the eage of the road as he could, The 
uegro in trying to pass knocked againist Lockett's 
wagon and the vehicles locked wheels, whereupon 
Lockett commenced abusing the uegro, as he did 
not think the negro drove as far to his side of the 
road as be could have done. The negro subse- 
quently had Lockett arrested for obstructing the 
passage of the mails, but it was proven tat Lockett 


| did not knowingly and wiifully do so, as the law 


requires must be the case to enforce conviction. 

The suit of Henry Smallwood,of Macon, versus 
the Central railroad for $50,000 damages for serious 
injuries recelved on the Western road of Alabama 
n 1881, resulted in a verdict in the Chatham esu- 
perior cquri of $10,000 for the piaintiff. 

The city of Macon has lost its suit brought yester- 
day in the city court of Augusta agalust the 
Georgia railroad for an aunuity of one thousand 
doilarsin perpetuity for crossing the Ocmulgee 
riverat Macon. The Georgia road formerly owned 
the Maeon ard Augusta road, which came into 
Macon over a bridge below the park. A few years 
sgo the Central roud purchased the Macon and 
Augusta. Since the bridge of the latter road 
washed down it has never been rebuilt, and the 
Macon and Augusta has been entering the city over 
the bridge ef the Central railroad preper. The 
Central road pays to the city of Macou an aunuity 
of $5,000 for the privilege of crossing theriver and it 
-eems equity that $1,000 additional annuity should 
not be paid for one uf the Central branch roads to 
cross the bridge for which the Central iwelf pays 
$5 000 annuity, which seems an‘unjust and exborbi- 
tant price. When the charge of $5,000 was origizally 
made, it was, doubtless, the result of municipal 
spleen and prejudice It seems that it would have 
been cheaper for theCentral tofhave carried its track 
lower down and crossed the river ata point below 
the city limita, and thus escaped the heavy $5,000 
annuity,for the wear and tear of track and cars on 
the extra few miles distance, would not pear have 
been as muchas the annoutdy, especialy, wien 
the extra passenger fare is considered.

THE CHATTAHOOCHER CANAL, 


The Prepesitien Made by the New Water Works 
Compasy and Mew it was Trcated. 

The action of the general council night be- 
fore last upon the Chatt canal 
scheme was freely discussed upon the streets 
yesterday. 

The canal company is com entirely of 

Atlanta gentlemen, and if the canal is built 
it will be strictly an Atlanta enterprise. The 
company in its address to the council pro- 
poses to construct the canal within five years, 
The company so far has been represented in 
its transaction with the city by Colonel 
Frobell, who is quite enthusiastic upon the 
subject. His correspondence declares 
that the work shall be commen 
within one year from the making 
of the contrast. The company will build two 
reservoirs, one for receiving the other for 
distributing. The canal will begin near 
Gainesville but just Where it will enter the 
city the company bave not revealed and de- 
cline to do so for prudential reasons. The 
water will be discharged by another line ot 
the Chattahoochee river at its nearest point 
to the city. The stream is to 
be seven feet deep and fourteen feet wide at 
the surface of the water, and the incline will 
be sufficient to give the water a rapidity 
twice as great as South river has. The com- 
pany assertsthat the works will be completed 
before any compensation is asked. hen 
the works are completed they will ask for an 
absolute title tothe waterworks, mains, pipes 
and franchises, he waterworks bave cost 
Atlanta nearly a balf million dollars. The 
waterworks committee reviewed the condi- 
tion of the works, and stated that they were 
wholly inadequate to the present demands, 
but the committee felt it proper to be cau- 
tious in dispossessing the city. They declared 
the company should be required to furnish 
the city with sufficient water for fire, sewer 
and prey purposes tree of cost, and that 
they should not charge private consumers @ 
greater rate than is now charged. The nego- 
tiation is yetincomplete asthe aldermanic 
board has not passed upon it. 


HOPE FOR ALF DOYAL. 


The Supreme Court Will! rrebablty Grant Him «

it is probable that the supreme court will grant 
Alf. Doyal a new trial. Such is the belief of the 
attorneys on both sides ofthe case. It is expect- 
ed that the decision will be rendored Tuesday, 
and that Doyal will have another chance in the 
courts before a-jury. Doyal will get this new 
trial on the ground that one of the jury, C. H, 
Wiggers, said pefore the trial that if he could get 
on the jury he would hang Doyal. Wiggers has 
since been indicted on a charge of forgery, 
and, although he hes been cleared, 
on one charge there are still two others agains 
him. Since the trial it has come out that Wiggers 
made the threat referred to and that fact appear- 
ing tosupreme court by affidavits, it is presumed 
there will be a new trial grauted on that ground. 

The crime for which Doyal was sentenced was 
extremely brutal. Doyal bad been drunk in Grif- 
Hn and was arrested by roliceman Mark A. Hau- 
cock and lodged in guard house. Doyal threaten- 
ed to kill Hancock and during the next week ree 
peated his threats. On the evening of the sueceed- 
ing Saturday after Hancock had goné off duty Doy- 
al saw him standing on the streetand approached 
him in athreatening way, after having first se- 
cured a pistol. On reaching Hancock he said: 

‘You locked me up, and | will pay you for it.”’ 

Hancock replied that it was all over, 
and there was no necessity fo any trotible 
and was turning away when Doyal drew his 
pom and shot him squarely in the bowels 

Jancock threw his hends to his wound and 
turned away, whereupon Doyal shot at him 
again but did not strike him. Haneock fell dead 
almost instantly, 

Doyal has had c~e trial inthe su periorcourt and 
his case has been to the supreme court twice in- 
cludirg the present time. Doyalis now confined 
in Fulton county jail. He isa stoutly built fellow 
with a scowling face and arathber sullen disposi- 
tion.

The architects, Messrs. Humphries & 
have never drewa finer picce of work, 
universal praise accoided tuem is no less deserved 
than itis just. The ground was broken on July 2, 
1882, and the building formally turned over to M1 
Hill March 1, 1854. thus requiring nineteen months 
for completion. The foundation is laid in the best 
Stone Mountain granite, while the basement and 
first stories aie cf limestone brought from Chica 
mauga, Tenn. The wallsin the foundation are 
four feet thick, those upto the second,story being 
three feet. The second, third and fourth stories 
are of the finest red pressed brick. The door and 
window frames are of iron—all of tasteful design, 
in keeping with the imposing appearance of the 
building. The freestone of which the handsome 
entranceson the Alabama and Pryor tireet sides 
are made, came from Buena Vista, Ohio. The 
carving on this part of the building is very artistic, 
andis the work of Mr. RKuckle, a graduate of 
the national scheo! of fine arts at Munich, in 
Bavaria. Mr. Ruckie is a sculptor of 
yreat character, a factevidenced by his work on 
these entrances. 

The design of the Alabama street entrance isa 
massive pedament, the gable standing about fif een 
feet above the sidewalk, aud the massive cornices 
reaching down to the bottom steps of the entrance. 
The work is modern renaissance. Oa the front of 
the pedament is some exquisite ornamental curv- 
ing inrelicf. Surmounting a handsome scroll, and 
just above the figures **1583,"’ isa bee hive in relic? 
representing “‘plenty.’’ Below this is a most 
beautiful female head and wreaths, sug- 
gestive of *fidelity,”’ ihe complete les 
gend sought to be conveyed by 
the scu)ptor being, ‘With fidelity there is plenty.”’ 
The entire design shows the highest conception of 
artistic finish. and all the ornamented work is made 
to suit the architecture of the building The Pryor 
street entrance is also built on a pedameat, with 
similar ornamentation, except thatin place of the 
bee hive and figure of Fidelity a scroll is carved in 
relief bearing the words “Hill Building.’’ r. 
Ruckle is from Baden, south Germany, and is doing 
other work here equally a8 artistic. 

On every floor the wain:rcotipg, stairways, doors 
and window frames, blinds are made ef pine, 
throvehout thecorridors and rooms of the entire 
building. 

‘he interior of the banking room is ove of the 
finestandrichest pieces of artistic work in the 
country. The planning of this room was done 
by Mr. L. J. Hill, presidentof the bank. The 
exquisite paneling, carving, etc., was done in 
Chicago, from drawings by the architects. 
The material used here is cherry, and 
everything isin perfect harmony. There is nota 
more meguificent banking room in America, and 
it would docredit to any city in any country. On 
entering the Alabama street front, one is met by a 
finish in cherry of beautiful design. Then going 
into the doors on the left, the bank proper is seen. 

The dimensionsef the building are sixty feet 
fronton Alabama street, running back one hun- 
dred and sixty feeton Pryor. The height is four 
stories, with a total elevation of 100 fect, From the 
fourth story windoweaud fromthe roof, a mag- 
nificent view of the city can be obtained, There 
are no buildings in that section as high as this one, 
and the panorama presented 1s oue of great beauty 
and interest.

THE HILIS IN ATLANTA 

Atlanta owes no little to the late Merriwether Hil] 
and his sons, and prominent among other things 
the magnificent buildihg described briefiy above. 
Mr. Merriwether Hill was a stalwart farmer who 
amassed nearly a million dollars by planting and 
by wise investment. He was esteemed by all who 
know himand beloved by his neighbors. His 
money was alwaysin active use. He was a large 
stockholder in the Georgia road’and other similar 
enterprises Heturned nis attention to banking 
upon the graduation of his sons L. J and A. W. 
Hill. The former berame cashier of the First 
National bank of Newnan, and the latter cashier of 
the First National bank of Washington. Both of 
these banks they lefi in the most prosperous condi- 
tion.

Mr. Merriwether Hill Wes made 
president of the bank, and L. J. Hill vice-presi- 
deut. The business of the bank increased from 
the first. It was changed to the Gate City National 
bank underanewchaiter. Later Mr. A. W. Hiil 
now being its vice-president, came to Atlanta and 
went info the bank.and is aiso yet trensurer 
of the Atlanticand West Point road while Mr.

There ‘is a statement floating through the 


GOVERNOR 


Georgia press to the effect that Governor Mc 
Daniel’s name wiil not be before the next 
. gubernatorial convention. It is hardly possi- 
ble that any one will be misled by this 
story. 

Goyernor McDaniel will be a candidate for 
renomination. He could not, with self res- 
pect, fail to ask for the indorsement to which 
he isentitled. For ihirty years the demo- 
cratic party of Georgia has given every gov- 
ernor who has served one*term or any consic- 
erable part of one, the indorsement of a 
second term. It has never broken this prece- 
dent, which has become a sort of unwritten 
law of the party. Indeed, the justice of 
such a course is recognizad in the new consti 
tution, which limits the term of the governor 
to—not one term—but to two terms. 

Governor McDaniel hag made some ene- 
mies. No governor who has one oflice to fill 
for which there are a haji dozen appligants, 
can expect to perform that one duty, with- 
out making somebody mad. It is entirely 
probable that there are men who disagree 
with the governor in certain lines of policy, 
and still otherswho have a commendabie 
affection for distinguished friends whose ser- 
vices and ability justify them in aspiring to 
the chief magistracy of the state. It will be 
difficult for any of them—or all of them—to 
show any reason why Governor McDaniel 
should be turned out at the end of a broken 
term tbat he has so honorably and satisfacto- 
rily filled, He has done 
nothing to cause the people to 
mark him with their disapproval, nor will 
the few animosities that he has kindled be 
apt to swell into a very threatening blaze. 

This is the negative side of the argument. 
But Governor McDaniel does not depend on 
it. He has made a business governor, With- 
out display or sentiment he has administered 
honestly and ably, Schooled in an industri- 
ous service of more than ten years in the 
house and senate, influential] in shaping the 
legisiature of the past decade, acquainted with 
every public measure of importance in 
every stage of its growth, he cameto the 
capital peculiarly adapted forthe work before 
him. He hasentered upon this witha sin- 
gularly clear mind, a large and earnest pur- 
pose, an even temperand atirm hand, The 
result is, orderand despatch inthe state- 
house, smoothness and safety in public affairs, 
and confidence and satisfaction among the 
people. 

The governor is a candidate for re-nomina- 
tion.

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THE BISMARCK BUSINESS. 

The storm, or rather the “incident,” that 
the member from the Galveston district has 
raised, is degenerating into bitterness and 
abusive phrases.

In Prince Bismarck’s recent speech in 
the reichstag he was not content to say that he 
could not as the representative of the empe- 
ror forward a resolution retiecting on the em- 
peror’s government; he proceeded to remark 
that the American government had attempted 
to make hima “postman.” ‘“‘am I,” he 
said, in tones intended to shake two 
continents, “to make myself my enemies’ 
postmen?’ He then attempted to cast ridi- 
cule on Minister Sargent. ‘The American 
minister,’ he said, ‘for some other ocfticial 
who possessed sufficient knowledge might 
have sent a confidential warning against con- 
ferring on me the part of postman.” ,This is 
simply bosh, except so far as the chancellor 
endeavored to insult Minister Sargent, whom 
he dislikes because Mr. Frelinghuysen, in an 
unguarded moment, published a letter from

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eiNallONAL AID TO FREE SCHOOLS. = 

There are a number of bills before congress 
topromote publicschools. Senator,Biair’s bill 
proposes an appropriation at the rate of $15,- 
000,000 for the first year, 314,000,000 for the 
second year, and so on by an annually de- 
creasing rate until ten appropriations have 
been made, when all appropriations shall 
cease. The money is to be distributed on the 
basis of illiteracy uncer the supervision of a 
federal officer and the proper state officer. 

Senator Logan would be still more liberal. 
His biil proposes to devote $50,000,000 a year 
to educational purposes. The money is to be 
derived from taxes on liquors and from the 
sales of public lands. No state is to receive a 
part of the money until it adopts compulsory 
education as a part of its school policy. 

In the house Mr. White, of Kentucky, has 
introduced a bill to distribute $25.000,000 0n the 
basis of illiteracy. . Mr. Willis, of the same 
state, is urging the passage of a bill to appro- 
priate $10,000,000 a year, and he has also in- 
troduced a bill very similar to the Blair meas- 
ure. 

The senate committee on education and 
labor has disregarded all of the bills that we 
have mentioned, and reported favorably a 
bill that was presented by Mr. Morrill. This

If congress desires to do 
something of practical importance towards 
reducing this distressing percentage it should 
not pass the Morrill bill, and it should adopt 
the Blair bill or some other bill equally lib- 
eraland wise. The passage of the Morrill 
bill might have the effectto prevent the pas- 
sage of a better bill when public sentiment 
demands it. It cannot be justly said that it 
is the Morrill bill or nothing, because the 
Morrill bill is, so far as the educational needs 
of the south are concerned, next to noihing 
itself.

such an amendment. The constitution as oriel- 
framed gave congress the authority 
to declare what officer should exercise 
the functions of president in case of the inability 
of both president and vice-president. An act was 
parsed iu 1792 providing that the president ef the 
setate in such event should first assume the office, 
aud upon his inability then the speaker of the 
house of representatives, onan 

During the same session he introduced a bill to 
provide the northern and southern judicial dis- 
trictsof Georgia with distinct United states judges 
aud other officers. This bil] became law but its 
author was singularly unfortunate in its manage- 
ment. As presented in the house, it had “the 
effect to dive-t the court of its only 
jurisdiction of much importance in civil litigation, 
ite circuit powers, and but for a timely letter 
from a member of the Atlanta bar to Governor 
Brown pointing out the blunder the bill would 
have passed as drawn. 

As the originator of legislation Colonel Ham 
mond’s work for the remainder of hf second term 
consisted of three bills for the relief of private 
persons and five other bilis ail of which were of 
narrow scope end little moment except a bill to 
restore to Georgia the proceeds of cotton taken 
from her by the United States.

A PESCOURSE ABOUT THE PREVA- 


LENT ABUSE OF TRUST FUNDS. 


Desperate Things Done Every Dayin tLe Pursuit of 
Riches~No Man Has a Moral Right to Lose 
His Own or Win Another’s Money— 
Timely Goep 1 Truths, Etc., Ete, 


Rey. Dr. Talmage preached in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle the following sermon, called forth 
by recent cases of the malfeasance in office. 
Subject—‘‘Abuse of Trust Funds.” Text— 
Exodus xx., 15: ‘Thou shalt not steal.’’ I am 
glad that [ am to discuss @ great question of 
public morals. One of the crying evils of to- 
day is the abuse of trust funds. Almost 
every one, on a larger or smaller scale, during 
the course Of his life is entrusted with 
moneys belonging to others. Fora time he 
pecomes the safety deposit. He is an adminis- 
trator, and bas in his hands the interests of 
the family of a deceased friend; or he is an at. 
torney, and through his custody goes the pay- 
ment from debtor to creditor; or he isa finan- 
cia] agent and collects fora house who com- 
pensate him for the responsibility taken; or 
he is the treasurer of a charitable imstitution, 
and holds the amounts contributed for the 
maintainence of the charity; or he is an offi- 
cial of city, state or nation, and taxes. ’or sub- 
sidies, or salaries, Or supplies are in his keep- 
Such trusts areas sacred as God can 
They hold the concentrated 
and multiplied confidence of others. Upon 
the faithfulness of such holders of trust funds 
resis the support of bereaved households of 
the morals if dependants on the right moving 
of a thoussnd wheels of useful mechanism. 
Aman may do what he will with his own, 
but he who abuses trust funds commits in 
that one act theft, fa'sehood, perjury and be- 
comes in all the intensity of that word a mis- 
creant. There are widows and orphans in- 
numerable, with nothing between them and 
starvation but a sewing machine or held%gat 
vortex of destrnction by nothing but the 
thread of a needle, red with their own hearts’ 
blood, who were left at the death of the hus- 
bamd and father with a competency. What 
became of it? The administrators or execu- 
tors sacrificed it, runningrisks with it which 
they would not have dared to encounter in 
their own affairs. Some man by the sweat of 
his brow gets enough to support his family 
then dies, andin six months all has gone 
down in the stock speculating rapids of Wall 
street. Itissosafe to gamble with other 
people’s money! If unsuccessful, you have 
put nothing in of your own and you can go 
round and apologize to the innocents who 
know nothing about business affairs: while if 
you gain you pocket all or mostofthe result, 
ten percent, twenty per cent., fifty per cent., 
seventy-five per cent., and they will be satis- 
tied with six per cent., the lawful interest of 
the state of New York. 

Again and again administrators have with- 
drawn money fromsavings bank and trust 
companies and have disposed of the home- 
stead so that all might be putin the vortex of 
Wall street. There is not a city in the United 
States which has not suffered from the abuse 
of trust funds. Where is the court house, or 
the jail, or the post office, or the. city hall, or 
the hospital, in which there has not been 
whatis called “a job?’ Long before the 
new court house of New York bad been com- 
pleted it had cost $12,000,000. Five million 
six hundred and thirty-three thousand dollars 
for furniture. For plastering and repairs, 
32,370,000. For plumbing and gas works, 
$1,251,817. For awnings, $23,552. The bills 
for three months amounted to the little sum 
of $13,151,198, There was not an honest 
brick, or stone, or lath, or nail, or foot of 
plumbing, or inch of plastering, or chair, or 
inkstand, in the whole establishment. Such 
aset of thieves were a discouragement to all 
other cities aspiring to villainy. Brooklyn 
sat modest and overshrdowed. But we are com- 
ing up at last. Only give us time and oppor- 
tunity and we will steal as well as New York, 
lt isafearful thing to accuse innocent men 
and afterwards find that you were mistaken, 
but too late to correct the wrong done. We 
must hold all men iunocent till they are 
proved guilty. But noman in public or out 
of it has a right to let the crime itselfgo with- 
out arraignment and anathema. There are 
two or three things that make this iniquity 
especisily aggravating. The first worng is to 
all tax-payers. In the great struggle of life 
the tax billcomes to many an overworked 
man and many an inyalid woman‘as a _ tor- 
ture, Allthe year round it is a matter of cal- 
culation how to meet that crisis.

Many men will 
take positions full of tel ptation, considering 
nothing but the fact that it is lucrative. 

I address many who have in their keeping 
the moneys or the property of others. [t is 
a high compliment that you have been so 
trusted. I charge you before God and the 
world, be scrupulously faithful. Beas care- 
ful of that which belongs to others asof that 
which belongs to yourself. Keep your private 
accounts separate from your accc wats as trus- 
tee. At that point, thousands of men who 
seem to be as good as you have made ship- 
wreck. Going into great enterprises, they 
have invested their own and that of others, 
and, defeated in their undertaking and losing 
all, have not been able to make up what they 
have lost ofthe property of others. Then 
came the explosion,and the money market 
was shaken, and the press denounced andthe 
church thundered itsexpulsion. You have 
no right to use the property of others for any 
purpose than their profit, nor without their 
consent. Though in your possession, it is 
no more yours than the property of entire 
Strangers. If, with the consent of those who 
trust you, you make the investment the best 
you can, and it turns out rufous, then you 
are notto blame. Butin no wise be deluded 
with the idea that because a thing isin your 
possession it is therefore yours. It is a 
solemn trust, and God and society will hold 
you solemnly respensible. Ina large assem- 
bly like this there are probably some who are 
misapprepriating trust funds. Pat them 
back! If you have already hopelessly in- 
volved them, confess the wholething to those 
whom you have wronged, and yoai will sleep 
better nights and your soul will be more gafe. 
Suppose you should die before you have ad- 
justed that matter, and your administrators 
should find out by the books and a lack of 
vouchers ihat your estate was bankrupt and 
your soul lost? If all the abused trust tunds 
of our cities should suddenly fly to their 
owners, crash into flat destruction would go 
all our American cities. My friends, are you 
not allimpressed by what we are constantly 
seeing, that thisis amost unsafe world to 
dwell in without divine protection and 
guidance? A man whom you supposed com- 
pletely invulnerable collapses under what 
seems slight allurement. They notonly brave 
their own conscienee, but, knowing they will 
be found out, brave the execration of all the 
good. The only safety for business men is in 
God. He knows ali the temptations and all 
the shocks, and He will bring you out safely. 
It isan authentic statistic that ninety eight 
out of every hundred business men fall finan- 
cially. I wonder what proportion of them 
fail.morally. They need God before the 
counter and behind the counter and every 
day. Then they will buy right and sell right 
and be right. If you have the interests of 
others intrusted in your hands—if you are 
secretary or treasurer or agent or executor or 
administrator or assignee or cashier—yeu need 
God’shelp and God’s control, Do not at- 
tempt to conduct your responsible work de- 
pending on yourstrength, lest it fail; de- 
pending on your own wisdom, lest it turn to 
folly; depending on yourown conscience, lest 
it be perverted. 
mens of Christian integrity was seen in the 
life of the duke of Wellington.

This is a 
kind of fear that has seldom troubled the 
minds ef conquerors and invaders, and I 
doubt if the annals of war could present any- 
thing comparable to tgissublime simplicity. 
This honesty well accords with the scene en- 
acted when the duke of Wellington knelt at 
the chancel to receive the. sacrament, and 
some one seeing a very plain man kneeling 
beside the duke, intimated to the plain man 
that he had no right to kneel so near the dis- 
tinguished personage. The duke of Welling- 
ton, noticing what was going on, said: 
‘“-Don’t disturb this man’s deyotion; Wwe are 
all equa! here.’’ 

Moreover it will be well at such times to 
temper our criticism of the recreant with 
great mercy. ‘There are two kinds of people 
for whem we ought to feel profound sym 
pathy. First, the innocent, when they are 
wrongly overhauled and maligned and per- 
secuted. Weought to feel sympatny tor 
them beeause they do not deserve such mal! 
treatment. But there is another class of per- 
sons toward whom we ought to feel still 
greater pity, andthat is the guilty. They 
have not only the assault of the world, but 
tne hard blows of their own conscience. You 
give a poor reason fornot pitying any one 
when yousay he is guilty. Whom did Christ, 
the great example, come to save? The 
guilty. Let the law be executed, and for the 
good of society let the vicious be punished, 
but let there be no harshnessin the judge’s 
charge. Let there be no exhilaration over 
the culprit’s fate. Let there be no clapping 
of bands when the verdict of condemnation 
is rendered. I wonder how much better you 
and I would have beenthan some of those 
fallen ones if we had been tempted in the 
same way. Sometimes God lets go of these 
merciless critics of the fallen and then 
tumbled into the samecrimes that they repre 
hended. Just about the timel entered my 
profession I heard a prominent minister of a 
sister denomination, with a blast of merciless 
indignation, denounce the crime of a fallen 
minister of the cospel, declaring in what 
seemed tome a self-righteous air that he 
could never be led ipio such sin. sefore 
three years had passed he was expelied from 
the ministry for the same sin and died of a 
broken heart. Better temper your wrath 
with charity. Do not let us say we could not 
be tempted to do this or that. — If God's grace 
let z0 of us we could do anything. i he sim- 
pie fact is that some of the most megnincent 
natures that God ever created have falien. 
Thev had one weakness and thatsiew them, 
or they made oue misstep and could not re- 
cover from it. I have seen so many kind, 
genial, generous, talented, poten! natures 
overtbrown while otners neither kind nor 
genial nor generous nor talented nor potent 
have been unmolested in their mediocrity 
that I must lift warning, long, loud and start 
ling to those who have special ability -ana 
special attractiveness. You can not aiord to 
be dishonest, whether you are found outor 
the secret is forever kept. Dr. Livingstone 
said his ancestors were highlancers, and one 
ot these old higblanders on his death-bed call- 
ed his ehildren around him and said: “In 
my lifetime I have searched most carefully 
through al! the traditieus I could fiad of ou 
family and 1 never could discover that there 
was a dishonest man among cur forefathers. 
If, therefore, any of your children should 
take to dishonest ways it will net be because 
it runsin our blood. It does not belong to 
you. I leave this precept with you—be hon- 
est.”’

TALES OF ADVENTURE. 


EXCITING AND THRILLING EXPLOITS 
BY LAND AND SEA. 


SAVED ON THE GaLLows.—The following 
brief news item appeared in a local paper on 
Thursday: 

Richard Carr, an old Canadian octogenari- 
an, who had lived on this side of the lake for 
many years, died on Monday last and was 
taken to Ontario forinterment. He wasonce 
sentenced to be hanged. 

It was seen by Dr. M. J. Clark, of this city, 
and the doctor furnished the following ac- 
eount of Carr’s escape from the gallows: 

‘‘T had no idea that Carr was living on this 
side of the lake, or that he was living at all. 
Not having heard anything of him for thirty 
years I supposed him long since dead. His 
arrest, conviction, sentence and escape are 
events closely connected with my family and 
my childhood, my uncie, Rey. John Ryerson, 
being the clergyman who attended Carr te 
the scaffold and who prayed against time for 
the purpose of cheating the hangman. He 
succeeded, and this is how it all happened: 
I was a child at the time, amd it happened at 
Victoria, a Canadian village just across the 
lake, about fifty-five years ago. Who did 
Carr kill? Noone. He wasa quiet and in- 
offensive young man. and so was Smith, con- 
demned to die with him. The affair formed 
the theme for many atrocious ball: by vil- 
lainous vViilage poets, just as the execution of 
the three Thayers in Buffalo did. I see by 
the papers that nowadays a cold blooded 
murderer frequently escapes the attention of 
ber most excellent majesty’s nangman 
through some fine point of Jaw; but in the 
good oid days no poor wretch, whose suffering 
family prompted him to steal sheep or oxen, 
escaped. They were swung off promptly it 
not artistically. . 

‘‘One day, 1 remember well, the village was 
thrown into great excitement by the discov- 
ery of a crime for which the penalty was 
death. The whole village of Victoria was in 
an uproar. Some one had stolen an ox. A 
diligent search resulted in the discovery of 
the hide, and suspicion fell upon Carr, who 
was known to be poor, and in whose house 
the odor of cooked meat stillhung. The vil- 
lage dogberry and shallow dignitaries, that 
were next to deities in my eyes then, suc- 
ceeded in extorting a confession of guilt from 
Carr and another poor fellow named Smith. 
The culprits were brought to trial, and a jury 
of twelve fellowmen found no difficulty in 
consigning both to the scaffold, after the 
learned judge had expatiated for hours upon 
the enormity of the crime against God and 
may. . 

“Sentence of death was passed upon Carr 
and Smith and they wouid probably have 
been executed the next day, but I suppose 
the sheriff thought it would be regarded as 
ungentleman!y and unfriendly if he did not 
arrange the time so that his distant constitu 
ency could get in to witness the sight. Travel 
was slow in those days of norailroads. Among 
those who were horrified and shocked at the 
approaching execution were my uncle, the 
spiritual adviser of the poor fellows, and Dr. 
Jobn Roif, whose memory still clings to the 
villege. Lhe Rev. Jobo Ryerson was brother 
to Dr. Egerton Ryerson, D D., superintend- 
ent of eaucation in Ontario, who died two 
years ago, the bousesof parliament adjourn- 
ing to attend the funeral. 

‘Dr. Rolf was more excited than any 
other of Smith and Carr’s synipathiz«rs, and 
be detertmined io ride to Terouto and inter- 
cede with the governor, who, I think, was 
Sir John Colborn. Betore departing on his 
hazardous errand of mercy, Dr. Rolf was 
closeted with my uncle, Rev. Joun Ryerson. 
The Jatier subsequently told me that he had 
agreed to delay the hanging all he could by 
making the closing prayer as long as his 
sirength and power of utterance would per. 
mit, provided that Relf had not returned. 
Good Dr Rolf calculated upon getting back 
a few Lours before the time set for the exeeu- 
tion. He set out on the swifiest horse to be 
bad in the village, but the people had little 
faith in his ability to make the journey in 
time, and less faith in the governor’s inclina- 
tion to interfere. The days flewon end the 
people flocked in from the surrounding coun- 
try. Uucle Jonn did all he could to comfort 
the doomed men and lead them to a realiza- 
tion of a greater mercy than man’s, but they 
refused to be comforted. The fatal morn 
eame, but without any tidings of Dr. Rolf, 
The hour arrived and the men were led out 
to die. ‘Private hangings had not come into 
fashion then. It was considered good and 
wholesome for the common people to witness 
the awful and just punishment of the horse, 
sheep or cattie stealer.

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HON. R. B. BULLOCK, 


The following is taken from the Express 
Journal, the official paper of the express 
companies in the United States and Canadas: 

HON. R. B. BULLOCK, OF GEORGIA. 

The almost universal desire among .ex- 
pressmen to know more of this distinguished 
gentleman (many of whom for the first time 
met him atthe Aid Society meeting in Jack- 
sonville, Fla., on the 15th of February, and 
were the recipients of his polite attentions on 
the excursion the following day to St. Augus- 
tine) has led us to make inquiry, without 
applying to the ex-governor, tor such points 
in his history as may be of interest to our 
readers. 

The gentleman whose name heads this 
article was born at Bethlehem, in the county 
of Albany, state of New York, March 28th, 
1834, his father being the owner of a large 
landed estate and following the profession of 
afarmer. His parents subsequently remoy- 
ing towestern New York, Mr. Bullock, at 
the ege of sixteen, graduated at the then cel- 
ebrated ‘‘Orleans academy,’ andalftera year’s 
experience in a generai store, at that 
time commonin the country, (covering trade 
in all lines, from hardware to medicinal 
prescriptions) he tecame attracted by the 
telegrape then being pushed through from 
New York to Buffalo. 

His father being interested as a stockholder 
in the New York State Printing Telegraph 
company, the son naturally turned to the 
new and intricate system then being inrtro- 
duced by Professor House, of  transmit- 
ting messages by ‘telegraph, and _  re- 
cording a printed copy of the commu- 
nication. After afew weeks study, exami- 
nation and practice, he became an efficient 
operator, and his services were in great de- 
mand for instructing new operators, and in 
setting up and putting in good working 
order the intricate and delicate apparatus 
constituting Professor House’s invention. 

Mr. Bullock’s natural aptitude for master- 
ing mechanical forces and appliances soon 

laced him in the front rank in his profsssion. 

e find it recorded in Professor George Bb. 
Prescott’s *‘History of the Telegraph,’’ tlat 
Rufus B. Bullock was the most rapid trans- 
mitter in operating the House instrument, 
and the only operator who could read the 
complicated House system by sound. 

Mr. Bullock was eurly called to wider fields 
in the rapidly growing telegraph service, and 
we find by an examination of the record of 
the ‘Old Timers” telegraph convention, held 
in Chicago some three years ago, that when 
the combined telegraph comparies sought to 
break up the monopoly of the old Magnetic 
company between New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington, the enterprise 
was placedin his bands. A line was seon ip 
operation from New York to Philadelphia, 
Mr. Ballock making his headquarters in the 
latier city. The rates were put down to 
twenty-five cents, and the new compapy's 
business was pushed so energetically by Dim 
that favorabie terms for, consolidation were 
forced out of the old company. Here it was 
that the remarkable success achieved by the 
young man attracted the attention of Mr. W. 
B. Dinsmore and Mr, E,8. Sanford, president 
and vice-president of the Adams express 
company. 

These gentlemen. were then introducing 
and extending their express lines south of 
the Potomac and Ohio. rivers, and were on 
the lookout for the right material. to aid 
them in their enterprise. The services of Mr. 
Bullock were secured, and he was ordered to 
Augusta, Georgia, as assistant to Mr. H. B, 
Piant, who then, as superintendent for the 
Adams, represented that company in the 
south, 

Just prior to the breakiug out of hostilities 
in support of the union in 1861, the Southern 
express company was Chartered under the 
lawscf (ieorgia. This company was organ: 
ized with Mr, H. B. Piant as president and 
Mr. Bulleck as secretary. Each of these gen- 
tlemen, with others, were trustees or direc- 
tors of the newcompapy. The Adams com- 
pany withdrew from all territory south of 
the Potomac and Ohio rivers, and the i a 
ern’’ lines were extended to replace the 

In addition to his position as a trustee and 
secretary, Mr. Bullock took the general man- 
ayement of the business in the states of Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, Georgia 
and Florida, which, by the operation 
of war, soon became nearly ail the 
territory accessible to the ‘ South- 
ern.’’* His energetic disposition and in- 
genious resources were ever exercised for the 
success of his company and for the cause in 
which all the southern people were s0 
gravely interested. Under his direction tele- 
graph lines were constructed by his company 
on the iaterior railroad routes from Atlanta, 
Georgia, to Richmond, Virginia, 

These lines proved to be oiincalculable va'- 
after the coast and the western lines were 
captured by theunion forces. ; 

In addition to all the exacting and impor 
tant interests under Mr. Buliock’s charge, 
he was appointed during the last year or so of 
the war acting assistant yuartermaster general 
of the confederate government, and a: signed 
to the general control of the distribution of 
the supplies contributed by the people to the 
soldiers in Genera! Lee’s army. This gave to 
him the title and rank of ‘‘colovel,”’ by which 
he is familiarly.known to the frateraity. 

So ably were bis plans devised and so thor- 
oughly was he supported by bis assistents 
that all these varied interests were kept well 
in hand, and the surrender at Appomatox 
found all the moyable property of the South- 
ern exprees company in his department 
safe, and regular business was at once resurm- 
ed; and as rapidly as the railroads could be 
repaired, the service was extended. 

The prostrate condition of hissection called 
out all the energies which had now been sup- 
plemented by the experience of an excitiog 
decade and ripened by advancing years, and 
we find him in the front rank of those who 
were seeking for the best means to secure 4 
rehabilitation and reconstruction of the ma- 
terin] interests of the south. 

Almost before the last wa 
had died out Dir. Buliock 
bad secured from the govern- 
ment at Washington a cllarter fora national 
bank, under which the national bank oi 
Augusta, Georgia, with « capital of five hund- 
red thousand dollars, was organized and went 
bank cpened, the art of its capite 
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| stock being subscribed for by hiefriends in

friends to loan money where there was no 
civil law or courts to protect it. Said they: 
“lf you want money to use anywhere, even 
in the Indian reservations, where there is 
recognized authority, we will lend you all 
you can use, but none for the south until she 
has aligned herself with the nation.”’ 

With characteristic promptness Mr. Bul 
lock replied: “Gentlemen, I now see and 
for the first time have fully realized the inti- 
mate relation of government to business. | 
will act at once upon your suggestion and go 
home. I have agreed to finish: my road, and 
I will do so even if we are compelled first to 
build a state government that will fit into 
the uhioa.”’ 

He at once returned to Georgia and began 
the movement which subsequently brought 
the empire state of the south back to her 
moorings im the union. 

It is no part of our purpose to review Mr. 
Bullock’s political course. We, as a journal, 
have nothing todo with politics, but wiil 
simply state the incidents in the career of the 
subject of our sketch. 

Within six months after his return from 
New Yerk, as above referred to, a constitu- 
tional convention was called by a vote of a 
majority of the whole registered vote in Geor- 
gia. The convention assembled, he 
being one of its leading . members, 
and a constitution was framed, 
which gentlemen from Georgia assure us was 
the best one the state has ever had. It pro- 
vided, among other wise and useful provis- 
ions, for a conservative system of state aid to 
the building of railroads through large 
tions of the state, which was then a wilcer- 
ness, and is now @ valuable section of coun- 
try. 

When the time came to nominate a gov- 
ernor under the new constitution, Mr. Bul- 
lock was the unanimous choice of the 
convention, and although he had never 
sought political position for the sake of office 
or emolument, still, haying taken so promi- 
inent a part in s:imulating and 
sustaining the reconstruction move- 
ment, be could not well refuse to remain in 
the lead and carry out the great movement 
fora new order of progress and prosperity, 
He accepted the nomination, and was elect- 
ed by a handsome majority over the most 
popular military leader in the state or the 
south—General John b. Gordon. 

The constitution was at thesame time rat- 
ified, and on the 4th day of July, 1868, Mr. 
Bullock was inducted into office as governor 
for a term of four years. 

During this interval of reconstruction. how- 
ever, his friends, haying confidence in his ul- 
timate success, advanced the needed money, 
and his road was finally completed. It is now 
one of the important roads in the state of 
Georgia. 

As governor, he at once marked outa per- 
fect system for internal improve 
ment, and under authority of the legislature 
and with the co#peration of private capital 
from the north and from Europe, over four 
hundred miles of railroad were built and 
opened within his state,and the taxable 
property increased by over forty millions of 
dollars. 

This® wonderful rush of public work natu- 
rally attracted widespread attention, excited 
the fears of the timid and narrow-minded, 
and stimulated the active opposit.on of the 
old roads, who feared competition. 

All men of well-defined and positive pur- 
poses excite thecriticism and hate of those 
who are not friendly to progress. So in this 
case, the opposttion ofthe older railroads, 
with their abundant capital, allied them- 
selves with the political party opposed to his 
administration, and as is alleged, by violence 
in mapy eases, returned as elected a legisla- 
ture having an overwhelming majority 
pledged to break down Governor Buliock’s 
administration and to destroy the system of 
internal improvement which he had so suc- 
cessfully inaugurated. 

The governor, feeling that being thus de- 
feated and hemmed in, realizing that he could 
no longer do any good, and baving po desire 
to hold office simply for the sake of oilice, re- 
sigued the executive authority and turned the 
position over to the then president of the 
senate, or lieutenant governor, and retired 
from the uneqgua! contest. 

Sometime afterwards, during the heat of 
the Seymour and Blair campaign, some male- 
volent politica: enemies of Governor Bullock 
procured indictments against him fer alleged 
irreguiar transactions. So soon as he was 
officialiy notified of these indiciments, he 
went before the court, gave aaiple bail and 
demanded an immediate hearing. This he 
repeated at each term of the court for several 
years, but he was not permitted to have a 
hearing until the violent element of opposi- 
tion had dropped. out of public confidence 
and a better Class of otficials 
had been inducted into ottice 
When the prosecution was forced to a hear- 
ing, without calling witnesses in bis own be- 
half, th® cases against the governor went by 
the board and a prompt ‘not guilfy’’ was re- 
turned by the jury. 

During this intetval of nearly seven years 
that these cases were held over him, the gov- 
ernor did not connect himself with any bdus'- 
ness whatever, but just as soon as they were 
disposed of, he forthwith began-to push for 
something to add to the material prosperity 
of his section. 

He at omce gave the benefit of his valua- 
ble aid to pushing the sentiment in favor of 
southern manufactures, and is noz7 and for 
sometime has been the president of the At- 
lanta cotton mills, which commenced run- 
ning in 1879. He resides in a handsome home 
on Peachtree street, the fashionable quarter 
of Atlanta, Georgia, is active in business _ 
0) 
commerce, chairman of the manufacturer's 
executive committee, member of the vestry 
of St. Philip’s church, etc., etc., and is highly 
respecied by all classes. 

He has never sought or accepted any 
political office since his resignation and takes 
no active interest in political affairs; but he 
is everalive to any practical measure that 
will add to the strength of his city and state. 

This is in brief the history of about thirty 
years in the life of a telegrapher and an ex- 
pressman, whois now an ex-governor and 
president of a cotton mill. Long may he live 
and prosper to be an honor to the fraternity 
and a benefit to his section of our common 
country.” 

We learn that Governor Bullock was unan- 
imously elected an honorary member of the 
expressman’s aid society, at their convention 
held in Jacksonville, Florida, on the 13th of 
April last.
